LITTLE MISSED. 


LOSS OF .SEVERAL UNNOTICED 
BY THE GERMANS.

British Official Eyewitness De- 
clares too Much Importance Must 
not be Attached to Ggpture of 
These Instruments of War—Iit 
Amounts to Nothing in Long Run. 


‘(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.) 
LONDON, March 31.—The official 
“eyewitness” in a summary of minor 
events occurring on the British front 
last week sends a note of warning 
against placing importance on the 
capture of machine guns from the 
Germans, reports of which so often 

‘ppear in the official statements. 
“It must be remembered,” he says, 
“that to the Germans the loss of ons 


as 
or several machine guns does not rep- 


resent what at the beginning of the 
operations tt would have meant to us 


with our then vastly inferior total and 
proportionate number of these weap- 


before the war 
had available alto- 
gether a stock of 50,000 of such guns, 
apart from any that may since have 
been turned out by their arsenals. 
Their employment of them, therefore, 
has in a certain sense been prodigal 
and carried out with a disregard to 
loss, which is only comprehensible 
when the large reserve of these weap- 
ons in their possession is borne in 
mind. 

“To the Germans a machine gun 
represents merely a piece of machin- 
ery of immense killing and stopping 
sum 


and less valuable in every way than 
a number of men and rifles of equiva- 
lent killing power. 

“The one principle guiding ite em- 
ployment, therefore, is that provided 
the gun has earned its keep or paid 
for its cost by the mumber of the ene- 
my ered As loss or destruction 
does not count. For them it has been 
a matter of exchanging mechanism 
costinga few pounds, which can be re- 
placed at once, for a number of lives 
which cannot be replaced within a 
generation. This, of course, applies 
gun alone, and not to the high- 
ly-trained specialists who handle it. 

“It may be of some interest to point 
out to those who are not acquainted 
with the weapon that a machine gun 
at the ordinary rate fires 600 rounds 
a minute. From the sector of the de- 
fenge at Neuve Chapelle, where the 
Germans had fifteen machine am, 
within the length of a front of 256 
yards, 7500 bullet could have been 
discharged in one minute, in addition 
to those from the rifles of the infan- 
try manning the parapets. 

“What effect this stream of lead 
would have against assaulting infan- 
try, either held up by obetacies or 
advancing over clear ground at a slow 
pace, which is alone possibile to heavi- 
ly weighted soldiers, is obvious.”

NEW BOMBARDMENT 
IN THE BLACK SEA.

French Say Swoboda Set 
Fire to La Touraine. 

Is also Accused of Being 
Friendly to Germany. 


Friends in New York Declare 
He is Innocent. 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.) 

PARIS, March 31.—Raymond 
Swoboda, one of the Passengers 
aboard the French line steamship La 
Touraine, which was imperiled by a 
fire at sea on March 6, has been ar- 
rested, charged with setting fire to 
the vessel, according to the Matin. 

Swoboda, who is said to be of 
Swedish extraction, but born at 
Fresno, Cal, lived in Parte for a 
number of years, where he has been 
engaged in the banking and brokerage 
business, with a Frenchman as a 
partner. Several of his friends, who 
were seen today, declared that Swo- 
boda at different times in discussing 
Franco-German political relations ex- 
pressed opinions indicating pro-Ger- 
man sympathy. 

It is said also that Swoboda re- 
cently attempted to make an arrange- 
ment with Alfred Capus, one of the 
directors of the Figaro, whereby he 
should visit ny as a repre- 
sentative of that paper and write a 
series of articles which, owing to his 
American citizenship, he could do 
without embarrassment. 

Efforts were made today te inter- 
view Swoboda's partner, M. Ragulet, 
but he could not be found at his 
place of business. 

SUSPECTED AS SPY. 

Swoboda, the Matin asserts, is sus- 
pected of having “close relatione with 
the enemy,” and correspondence found 
in his rooms is said to indicate he 
had been charged with the task of 
blowing up the Touraine. He has 
been taken to Havre. Investigation 
by experts appointed by Admiral 
Charlier, who is conducting the in- 
quiry into the fire, has established, it 
is said, that the blase aboard the 
Touraine must have been caused by 
the explosion of some detonating ce- 
vice. Statements made by passengers 
and members of the crew support 
this theory. The explosion was suf- 
ficiently violent to wrench loose the 
doors of cabins near by. The author- 
ities believe the explosive had been 
placed with criminal intent in a trunk 
which was stored with the baggage 
of first-class passengers in No. 2 hold.

TO HONOLULU. 


Experts from New York. to 
Help Raise the F.-4. 


Cable Attached to Submarine 
Breaks Second Time. 


Effort will be Made to Lift 
Vessel by Pontoons, . 


A. P. MIGHT WIRE] 

WASHINGTON, March 31.—Expert 
divers from the New York navy yard 
were ordered to Honolulu tonight to 
ald in raising the sunken submarine 
F-4. They will leave at once for San 
Francisco to board a steamer for 
Hawall. 

Expenditure of $20,000 to bring the 
sunken submarine F-4 to the surface 
was authorized by Secretary Daniels 
today after a message had been re- 
ceived from Rear-Admiral Moore 
saying that the hawser attached to the 
boat had parted and that the present 
equipment was too light to raise her. 

DOWN 270 FEEr. 

Admiral Moore’s message reads: 

“Lieut. Smith has located the F-4 
and moved her a slight distance in 
shore. The lifting hawser then 
parted, the submarine evidently be- 
ing waterlogged. The equipment is 
too light to raise her. Making ar- 
rangements to lift her by pontoon 
methods. Will report probable cost 
of rental of equipment when possible. 
Still have line on submarine and can 
hold on to her location. Depth 45 
fathoms.” 

A second message from Admiral 
Moore estimated the cost of obtain- 
ing additional equipment at $20,000 
and said operations should begin at 
once to take advantage of good 
weather. He estimated the time re- 
quired at fourteen days. 

WEIGHS 260 TONS. 
Secretary Daniels issued this state- 
ment: 

“Ir it were possible to move the 
submarine over the ocean bottom even 
100 yards the work of diving could be 
very much facilitated and she would 
then be in a depth where divers could 
easily reach her and securely shackle 
on lines to the lifting pads or other- 
wise sling her for raising. The water- 
logged weight of the submarine is es- 
timated at 250 to 260 tons.

DIVING BELL TESTS.

Much of Mr. Thorne’s testimony 
concerned the relative cost and longev- 
ity of ties. Dr. M. O. Lorenz, statistician 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, wanted to know how a railroad 
could make improvements from oper- 
ating expenses without violating the 
commission’s rules of accounting.

SACRAMENTO (Cal.) March 29.— 
Attorney Harry Chamberiain of the 
Assembly Judiclary Committee is

Nrw TRIAL OF 
: IN KEATING CASE. 


Supreme Court Grants Rehear- 
ing of Famous Divorce Ac- 
tion, Charging Error. 


Edward Keating, youngest 
son and heir to the millions of 
the late Andrew Keating, the 
“Nitrate King,” won a partial 
victory yesterday by a decision 
of the State Supreme Court in 
the divorce case decided against 
him by Superior Judge Church 
in this city, in August, 1911, 
wherein Mra, Hazel M. Keating 
Was granted a decree and all- 
mony in the sum of $55,000. 
The Supreme Court finds the 
lower court committed error in 
not mg in another judge to 
determine a motiom for a new 
trial and annuls the order de- 
nying a new trial with direc- 
tions that another judge pass 
upon the motion. 

Keating fought the decree on 
the grounds that the alimony 
Was excessive, and also that 
Judge Church was prejudiced by 
his wife, a friend of Mrs. 

The upper court 
finds that the affidavit alleging 
prejudice of the trial judge 
filed by Keating stands uncon- 
tradicted. Being therefore 
legally unqualified the lower 
court's order denying sew 
trial is void.

REPORT FOR MARCH sHows “A 
MARKED INCREASE IN 
ACTIVITIES. 


A pronounced revival in bullding 
activity is indicated in the report of 
construction operations for March, 
issued by the city building depart- 
ment yesterday. gain over Janu- 
ary and February; both in the num- 
ber of permits granted and in the 
cost of building, is significant. 

There were 819 permits issued for 
new structures of various kinds dur- 
ing the month just ended. The total 
of these improvements, accord- 
ing to the department’s figures, will 
be $1,124,356. The Feb totals 
were 538 permits and $660,697 valua- 
tion, while those for January were 
722 permits and a valuation of 860. 
360. The March valuation total was, 
therefore, more than double that of 
February and nearly half as much 
again as that of January. 

The actual increase in construction 
activity is made all the more ap- 
parent from the fact that the gain in 
cost is accounted for by the much 
larger number of new projects, rather 
than by the issuance of a few per- 
mits for unusually large undertak- 
ings.

There is no longer any international 
law. It has been discarded by both the al-

Britain are in brazen defiance of elementary 
principles of international law. For Great 
Britain to blockade a German port and pre- 
vent ingress or egress of a neutral ship is 
one proposition. To blockade the Atlantic 
Ocean is another and a different proposition. 

What are we going to do about it? Our 
fathers in 1812 resented British interfer- 
ence with American ships on the high seas 
by a declaration of war. It is not worth our

Mental deviation, and especially 
that phase of it called feeble-minded- 
ness, has become such an insistent 
and growing problem that it now 


fairly shrieks for some solution. 

Sensing this need as an imperative 
demand, the Psychopathic Association 
of Los Angeles has taken upon itself 
to shoulder the burden of a cam- 


fa) To educate the public mind 
upon this grave subject.

working along these lines, and 

(4) To offer its services as a clear- 
inghouse for obtaining, correlating 
and dispensing useful data upon the 
subject of mental deviation, and, espe- 
cially, feeble-mindedness. 

The expense of neglecting the prob- 
lem of the mentally defective child 
and youth is so far in excess of the 
expense of making even a belated at- 
tempt at solving it that the State is 
having its hand actually forced by the 
growing public opinion. 

Up to now, this problem has been 
either neglected, side stepped or con- 
sciously dismissed, with the label, 
“nothing stirring.” 

It so happens that this can no long- 
er be done, and for the very obvious 
and potent reasons that it is touching 
the “money nerve” of the State, and 
arousing the emotion of fear in the 
public mind. These two epecters—ex- 
pense and fear—are capable of excit- 
ing a mighty urge. 

As to fear, it must haunt every one 
of us when we realize the malignant 
danger to us and to our children that 
is bound to accompany the excursions 
to and fro of the numbers of high- 
grade defectives that are moving about 
in every walk of life. 

One only needs to point to a receat 
example to make this very plain: An 
elderly gentleman was murdered re- 
cently, his son was wounded and his 
wife and daughters terrorized, by two 
male defectives of the moron type. 
The one who did the shooting will 
be 18 years old this May, as meas- 
ured in time, but he is not 9 years 
old mentally! The other was 24 years 
old, with a mental age under 11! ! 
two morons have cost this 
city and county considerable in life, 
happiness and money; certainly 
enough to impress even the dullest 
or most negligent. 

The mental age alluded to above is 
not guess-work, but is the astonishing 
result of the application of the latest 
and most scientific tests, These were 
applied in my presence by a woman 
Who learned the subject in Vinelani, 
N. J. 

The same test was applied sepa- 
rately by a psychologist who is mi- 
nently qualified to do so, Dr. Grace 
Fernald, with the same result as to 
the mental findings. 

This tragedy, and less ular 
ones, could be multiplied indefinitely. 
It is not difficult to realize the sim- 
ple truth of this statement when one 
knows that 50 per cent. of white 
slaves and prostitutes are feeble-mind- 
ed: 28 per cent. of the boys in the 
State Institute for Delinquents are 
feeble-minded: 37 per cent. of the 
boys in Preston Reform School are 
feeble-minded—and this list might 
be indefinitely prolonged. 


last year, in the eighty “ungraded” 
schools, there were about 376 children 
who should be in a suitable institution 
for mental deviates. In addition to 
these. there were fifty-three children 
in three schools devoted to frank 
cases of feeble-minded These 129 
children are acting as a dead weight 
and a serious handicap in our schools 
and a very expensive one at that. 

But that is not all. When school 
hours are past, these children and 
others of their kind, ere let loose all 
over the city, to become a care and 
burden, or worse. They are all in- 
creasing in age and sir, and mest of 
them in the tendency and capacity for 
delinquency. This road leads to crime, 
truancy, vagrancy and alcoholism. 
Many of them—for example, the 
idiot and imbecile—are, of course, 
easy Ao identify and shun. But a very 
— percentage are apparently and 
on the surface about normal. It is 
only by special tests that we 4 now 
able to classify them. Whereas, here- 
tofore, we have been unfalr in our es- 
timate of their actions, because we 
did not recognize their true condition, 
now we know why they do the kinds of 
things they do. We have at last come 
upon the underlying truth that the 
mental deviate behaves as he does be- 
cause he is incapable of behaving as a 
normal child, not because he won't 80 
behave. 

It is possible for us to classify ment- 
al deviates according to their mental 
age, rather than their age in years. 
This is a very important matter, as 
it cpens up the question of the ra- 
tional treatment of such cases, and 
helps solve one of the problems that

they worked out a fairly accurate 
means of measuring the mental age 
of a child. These men were Binet 
and Simon, and their scale is called 
the Binet-Simon scale. By this scale 
it is possible to grade the child in 
terms of mental age. If a child's 
mental age is 3 or more years below 
its age in years, it is called “feeble- 
minded.” The child's age in years 
or 20, or 30, and its 
below 


For purposes of convenience, the 
following arbitrary classification is ac- 
cepted: ? 
Below 2 years, idiot. 

From 2 years to 7 years, imbecile. 
From 7 years to 12 years, moren. 
The idiot and the imbecile com- 
prise a big percentage of the popu- 
lation of any institution for the care 
of the feeble-minded. But the most 
important group is the moron group. 
This is a word taken from the Greek. 
meaning a foolish person, and is 
adopted for our purposes to mean 
the high-grade feeble-minded person. 
There are many reasons why this 
is the most important group. In the 
first place, individuals of this group 
are the recruits which go to swell 
the army of criminals, paupers, 
vagrants, prostitutes, white slaves and 
ne'er-do-wells. These are the ones 
who pass for normal individuals and 
are considered to “back- 
ward.” “ine le,“ “a little 
aueer” and the like. They are often 
most affectionate, very religious and 
susceptible. They marry early and 
bring into being numerous offspring. 
They very often marry cne of their 
own kind and their children are 
bound to be defective. 

They or their children will surély 
get into difficulties according to their 
temperaments, because they cannot 
react normally to their environment. 
They likewise draw normal children 
into every variety of trouble, from 
the gravest moral delinquency to petty 
crimes. Many notoricus gangs of 
toughs—#so-called—are made up large. 
ly of morons, They are facile’ tools 
in the hands of “men higher up.” 
All told, they cost the State and 
the community much in money, in 
care, in, anxiety and in moral in- 
sults. Undiverted and left to them- 
selves, they become parasites upon 
society. 

There are many families composed 
mainly cf defectives. Some of them 
have been carefully studied., In the 
literature of abnormal 
these families are well known. No- 
torious examples are the Kalifkak 
family, the Jukes family, the Bins- 
wangers and others. One such fam- 
ily stem was traced to 1790. A. 5 
In the sixth generation, a total of 1750 
persons was identified of an estimated 
total of 6000 Souls. 

An amazing percentage of vice, 
erime, pauperism and disease was 
found. Thousands cf pages of history 
in charity society records were un- 
earthed. The cost to the commun! 
ties In which they lived totaled sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars.’

At some future time, the State 
should set aside suffictent funds to 
install and equip a really adequate 
and suitable institution, where the 
crying need may more fully be met. 

It is a well-recognized fact that 
the mental deviate cannot do well in 
competition with his normal fellows. 
The main wo is cannot: he is in- 
capable of doing it. It is just as well 
known that he can do well in a citi- 
zenship composed of his own kind. 
He is capable of education that is 
suited to him. 

There is no cure for. feeble-mind- 
edness—but it can be prevented. It is 
a condition that ultimately could be 
wiped out, if the proper means would 
be enforced. It is an instance where 
prevention is the only cure. 

Prevention is accomplished cnly by 
segregation and sterilization, applied 
scientifically, which means wisely.

POSSIBLE HERE. 


Brothers, among the principal im- 
porters of Italian products in Los 
Angeles and San Francisco. 

“It would be rather startling for 
many Los Angeles people to realize 
that numerous concerns in Southera 


California are buying cheap African 
and Italian olive oll and bottiing or 
canning it here and sometimes selling 
it for the home-produced article,” he 
said. “Only last week a Wholesale 
company received ten huge pur- 
cheons, each containing 100 galions ot 
cheap French oil, througn los An 
geles harbor.” 

Outside of this low grade oll which 
comes here for redistribution. Mr. 
Mazro estimates the importation of 
Italian olive oll of finest grade at 
about 35,000 gallons a year, while 
there is an additional tmpurtaticn of 
high clase French and Spanish oll to 
Los Angeles. 

“There is no question but thst 
California olive people could readily 
make a fine grade of oil, probably is 
good as that made in Italy, but ow- 
ing to the fact that they place the oil 
business as secondary, they are not 
giving it the needed <sttentiva,” re 


“Only the little olives, fruit that is 
not fit for canning or pickiing, and 
the bruised fruit is used in*Southern 
California for pressing purposes. In 
Italy, the finest olives are employed 
for this purpose. There olive growing 
is perhaps the greatest of industries 
and last year the oil production 
amounted to 90,000,000 gallons against 
7,000,000 in France and 30,000,000 
giallons in Spain. 

“The idea of an olive — | 
such ag that neld here is excellent 
and in addition to setting forth the 
merits of a home product, it causes 
added interest In this product and 
demands higher etandards of gooda. 
Some of the Itallan immigrants who 
have recently found their way to 
Southern California have been going 
into the olive oil business and with 
their knowledge of production, the 


oll side of the olive should shortly 
become a trade factor in 
this State.
